1 On January 26, 2006, as part of our normal business practice to ensure that an application is not lost within the 
USPTO, we sent a Request for Status around the three-year anniversary of the filing date. Since this case was 
originally filed on December 19, 2003, we sent a Request for Status dated January 26, 2006 (previously submitted in 
the original petition dated January 22, 2008 as Exhibit B). As part of our normal business practice, since we did not 
receive a stamped return post card, on February 9, 2006 using the Private PAIR system at the USPTO, we requested 
a First Office Action Prediction. Through Private PAIR on February 9, 2006, the Customer Service Office in 
Technology Center 2600 response with an estimate, that we "will receive an Office Action in approximately 30 
months" from the date of the letter (previously submitted in the original petition dated January 22, 2008 as Exhibit 
C).
